Pendleton County High 
School Principal Tony 
Dietrich and the High 
School Site Based Council 
updated Superintendent 
Anthony Strong and the 
Pendleton County School 
Board regarding 2013 pupil 
test scores and explained 
how they planned to 
improve those scores and 
better prepare the student 
body for college, vocation¬ 
al training and individual 
careers. One of their goals 
was to reverse unsatisfac¬ 
tory reading skills in some 
students. These skills 
include: fluency, vocabu¬ 
lary and comprehension. 
The council indicated that 
the mastery of reading was 
the keystone to all educa¬ 
tional endeavors. 

The council was proud 
to point out that the PCHS 
graduation rate was 91.1%,

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Bluegrass Pipeline focused on 
kitchen-table discussions

For the last three 
months, representatives of 
Bluegrass Pipeline have 
been meeting in the homes 
of landowners in 13 Ken¬ 
tucky counties to discuss 
the project and the prospect 
of purchasing an easement, 
which is the right to use a 
narrow strip of land for 
installation of the under¬ 
ground pipeline. 

We’re getting to know 
people and are beginning to 
become a part of the com¬ 
munities ranging from Wil- 
liamstown and Georgetown 
to Frankfort and Elizabeth¬ 
town. To date, we have 
purchased easements for 
more than 60 percent of the 
route, and our ongoing 
community grant program 
is helping with a variety of 
projects including animal 
shelter expansions, com¬ 
munity beautification and 
funding for life-saving 
equipment at volunteer fire 
departments. 

Having built and oper¬ 
ated pipelines in America 
for more than a century, we 
have developed strong rela¬ 
tionships with hundreds of 
communities and tens of 
thousands of landowners 
across dozens of states. The 
Bluegrass Pipeline team 
consists of Williams, a 
Tulsa, Okla.-based energy 
company, and Boardwalk 
Pipeline Partners which 
already operates several 
hundred miles of pipelines 
in Kentucky and employs 
hundreds of people here. 
So in a lot of ways, Ken¬ 
tucky is already home to 


us. 

In Kentucky, eminent 
domain is an issue that has 
our attention and that of 
others. It’s a topic of inter-

est right now in the state 
legislature and is a matter 
in litigation with a group 
recently pulled together 
around this topic. Those 
public arenas of lawmaking

and litigation do generate 
headlines. To be clear, 
however, we have not used 
or threatened to use emi¬ 
nent domain to secure ease¬ 
ments for the project. 


Instead, our efforts and 
resources are largely 
focused on kitchen-table 
discussions. So far, Ken¬ 
tuckians have received 
nearly $27 million for ease¬ 
ments, much of which will 
flow through local econo¬ 
mies. We’ve also learned 
that this opportunity has 
allowed families to address 
important needs in their 
lives such as long-delayed 
surgeries, paying off debts 
and upgrading vehicles and 
equipment. 

Pipelines and landown¬ 
ers have voluntarily coex¬ 
isted for generations. It is 
our intent and desire to 
obtain all easements 
through negotiation as has 
been the case with our 
other projects. We’re 
focused on fairly compen¬ 
sating each individual land- 
owner for the right to use a 
narrow easement on their 
property and they can con¬ 
tinue farming, hunting and 
using the land as before. 

In addition to compen¬ 
sation, we work with each 
landowner to determine the 
best route across his or her 
property. Using geologists, 
biologists, engineers and 
other experts, we take great 
care in studying the route 
and designing the pipeline 
in order to protect habitat 
and natural resources while 
minimizing disturbances 
during installation and pro¬ 
vide the safest operation of 
the pipeline.

Returns are prepared free of 
fre 


charge. This free service is 
available to elderly persons and 
low-to-middle income taxpay¬ 
ers regardless of age. 

The TaxAide preparation 
site will be open from 3 until 7 
p.m. on Mondays beginning 
on February 3 through Mon¬ 
day, April 14 except for Presi¬ 
dents' Day, February 17. Since 
the library will be closed for the 
Presidents' Day holiday the tax 
site will also be closed. 

Returns are prepared on the 
computer using tax preparation 
software. The return can also 
be E-filed free of charge. 
Refunds are received quicker if 
a return is E-filed. 


You need to bring the fol¬ 
lowing to have your return 
prepared: Government issued 
picture ID (driver’s license, 
state ID, etc.) Social Security 
card, Medicare card or Social 
Security Benefits Statement for 
everyone claimed on the 
return, W2’s, all 1099’s (for 
interest, dividends, pensions, 
miscellaneous income), Social 
Security statements, and any 
other income statements. If 
you wish to itemize deductions 
bring proof of the deductions, 
ie. mortgage interest, taxes on 
your home, medical expenses, 
and charitable contributions.

I have owned a dog of 
some type all my life. I prefer 
hounds or terriers. They are so 
friendly and gentle. None of 
the dogs I have ever owned 
were valuable. Whatever value 
my dogs had, came from the 
love and attention they gave 
me. They were always glad to 
see me early in the morning or 
late at night. My dogs were 
content to let me boss and 
never challenged or took 
offense to anything I did. They 
make me feel important. 
Whenever the world seemed to 
be falling apart, all I had to do 
to see that someone cared was 
to whistle for my dog and he 
would come wagging his tail. 

I have never seen too many 
bad dogs. The source of ill 
tempered dogs is the way in 
which man handles them. I 
have been bitten twice in my 
life and I recall the incidents 
vividly. These two occurrences 
continue to make me nervous 
around any dog that has a 
reputation for biting people 
and also causes me to be 
uncomfortable around the 
owner. I know some may say 
that they must keep a vicious 
dog for protection, but I some¬ 
times believe that the presence 
of a biting dog adds suspicion 
and mystery to any environ¬ 
ment. 

My first dog was a black 
and tan coonhound I called 
Rex. Rex had a boxy head, 
long ears, feet that flopped like 
pancakes, a lazy disposition, 
and evidently a look that the 
sincere hunters did not like. 

Rex came from a litter of 
eight. During the 50s, most 
farm families had six or eight 
kids, and just as many dogs. 
Our neighbor owned Rex’s 
mother, and had sold the rest 
of the litter, but none of the 
coon hunters liked Rex, so he 
gave him to me. 

Rex was a cute pup, but I 
was never able to make a coon 
hound out of him. He caused 
a disturbance every time we 
took him on a hunt. When we 
were hunting, Rex would stay 
real close to the lantern. When 
the group would stop, he 
would begin scratching and 
digging to make a bed where 
he would lie patiently until the 
group moved again. 

The older hunters would 
especially become enraged 
when Rex would get in their 
way or when they stepped on 
him. At times they would 
curse him and throw sticks at 
him, but for some reason, I 
loved the old dog so much that 
I was never able to part with 
him. 

Store bought dog food did 
not exist at this time for a 
country hound. Our dogs ate 
what they were able to catch 
and the little bit of table scraps 
left over after a meal. As a 
result, most farm dogs were as 
“thin as a rail.” 

Rex had one bad habit. He 
was without doubt the greedi¬ 
est dog when it came to eating 
I have ever seen. When scraps 
were thrown out, and other 
dogs were present, he would 
bristle up, show his teeth, and 
fight viciously until he had 
eaten everything in sight. 

He was not particular 
when it came to food. He 


The 2014 Regular Session is 
now in full swing and job cre¬ 
ation, education, health and 
safety issues and good govern¬ 
ment are among the priorities 
emerging. As a member of lead¬ 
ership I have been focused on 
making committee assignments 
for proposed legislation to 
ensure that each issue is 
addressed by the committee of 
corresponding jurisdiction.

enforcement personnel. 

In an effort to both fight 
crime and save lives, this legisla¬ 
tion creates new strategies in the 
fight against heroin trafficking 
and addiction that is plaguing 


would eat anything. I don’t 
believe he had taste buds, 
because he would swallow his 
food whole. Cold biscuits 
would vanish with one gulp. 
He would take only one bite 
for a chicken bone. He would 
even eat watermelon rhines, if 
they had a little grease on them 
and cold potatoes and gravy 
were his favorites. Rex must 
have had a “steel” stomach. 
His bad habit almost got me in 
trouble. 

Dad had an old gold Elgin 
pocket watch he prized very 
dearly. He had found the 
watch while playing as a boy 
and had carried it in his pocket 
from that time. Because of it’s 
age, quality, and sentimental 
value, no money could have 
bought the watch. 

I was perhaps six years old 
and was beginning to learn to 
tell time. Clocks were not 
plentiful in homes at this time 
and Dad had permitted me to 
use his watch to practice. The 
only stipulation was that I was 
to be extremely careful when 
the watch was in my posses¬ 
sion. 

One night as I was practic¬ 
ing with the watch, I was 
called to dump the table 
scraps. Without giving it much 
thought, I grabbed the “slop” 
bucket and headed for the 
back of the smokehouse where 
we commonly dumped the 
scraps on a flat rock. 

There waiting, with tails 
flying, were seven thin hounds, 
ius Rex! They all looked very 
appy; similar to the way a 
child would look at Christmas. 
As I neared the rock, Rex was 
already bristled up, and growl¬ 
ing with his teeth bared. He 
was positioning himself for a 
front spot. 

I always liked to see Rex 
get his share, but I knew if I 
placed the scraps in a pile, the 
other dogs would not get any. 
With this thought in mind, I 
turned in a pitcher’s stance and 
hurled the scraps into the yard. 
Among the contents were: 
three soggy biscuits and gravy 
that had been left over from 
breakfast that morning, a glob 
of fat that had been used to 
season soup beans, some greasy 
potato peels, and a shining 
object. 

To my fears realization, I 
concluded the identity of the 
last object. It was the watch!! I 
had been carrying the watch, 


Northern Kentucky and spread¬ 
ing across the state. These strat¬ 
egies include focused treatment, 
education and interdiction.

Among those who 
spoke were House Representa¬ 
tive John Tilley, Secretary of the 
Justice Cabinet J. Michael 
Brown, Eric Friedlander, Depu¬ 
ty Secretary of the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services, 
Chief Deputy Attorney General 
Sean Riley, Campbell County 
District Judge Karen Thomas, 
Van Ingram of the Kentucky 
Agency of Substance Abuse 
Policy, Bellevue Police Chief 


secured with an old leather 
strap, around my wrist. I sup¬ 
pose the leather had become 
rotten over the years of con¬ 
stant use and as I threw the 
scraps, the weight of the watch 
and the brisk movement was 
too much. 

No sooner had the left¬ 
overs hit the ground than did 
Rex begin to gobble. I watched 
him swoop two biscuits with 
one motion. He was about to 
start with the gravy when 
another hound approached. 
This threat made him attack 
the food even more rapidly. In 
his hurried attempt to get all 
the food, his next object was 
the pocket watch that had 
been camouflaged with a 
greasy potato peel. Even 
though I kicked and yelled, 
Rex made no attempt to stop 
eating. My hopes soon van¬ 
ished as Rex made two faint 
coughs in an attempt to reject 
the foreign object. His cough 
helped only in being able to 
swallow the leather strap. 

The news of the lost watch 
brought a heavy sentence for 
Rex: “I guess Rex will have to 
be killed.” I suppose my cries 
and pleas were successful, 
because a deal was made. Rex 
would be given a last chance. 
He was to be kept tied and 
observed. If the watch did not 
appear within a few days, Rex’s 
fate was already made. 

I tied Rex with a strong 
chain and collar and fed him 
with every available leftover 
particle of food. I don’t know if 
it was because of the watch or 
the special care, but he seemed 
to be a little nervous about all 
the attention. 

As luck would have it, in 
about three days the watch 
appeared (minus the strap). In 
fact, the watch had the correct 
time. Dad, Rex, and I were 
especially happy. 

Rex lived to be an old dog 
and finally just left one night 
and never returned. They say 
old dogs will do this, just go 
off and die. 

I recall the last time I fed 
him before he left. He had lost 
his hearing, his muzzle was 
gray in color, and he only had 
a few teeth, but as I poured the 
scraps on the ground, he bris¬ 
tled up, showed what few teeth 
he had, and growled before he 
took his first bite, even though 
there were no other dogs pres¬ 
ent.

Introduction 

When Janice and I left But¬ 
ler for Florida on January 3, it 
was 2 above zero. According to 
our neighbors, the temperature 
that day did not get above 8 
above and fell to 10 below that 
night. And, as you are well 
aware, it has been a relatively 
cold and snowy winter thus far. 
We began to wonder how this 
winter compared to other 
unusually cold and snowy ones. 
We talked with some old timers 
and consulted with Ms. Cheri 
Figgins, Director of the Pendle¬ 
ton County Public Library 
which has files of most, if not 
all, of the Falmouth Outlooks. 
Following are our findings: 

Cheri said that she remem¬ 
bered 1977 and 1978 as being 
very harsh winters. She gradu¬ 
ated from Pendleton County 
High School in 1977. She elab¬ 
orated, “I went home for Christ¬ 
mas break and school did not 
reconvene until February 1. I 
remember skating on the ponds 
on my Father’s farm; on those 
that he did not chop a hole in so 
the cows could get water. In 
1978, while a student at Cincin¬ 
nati Bible College, we used caf¬ 
eteria trays to slide down the hill 
on Price-Hill Street. As a teen¬ 
ager, I thought it was a great 
adventure...these two winters... 
but now, as an adult, I see them 
as an ordeal!” Cheri, as usual, 
was most helpful and cheerful in 
locating information and sent 
several pertinent copies of The 
Falmouth Outlook to Florida via 
email. 

The Winter of 1977 

The January 14, 1977 issue 
of the Falmouth Outlook led by 
saying, “Twelve or more inches 
of snow that began on Sunday 
had paralyzed Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty and all of northern Ken¬ 
tucky”... Pendleton Circuit 
Court was postponed for a 
week...Compounding the prob¬ 
lem on Monday was a brisk 
wind that caused drifts as much 
as eight feet thick...There was a 
report that the Falmouth gar¬ 
bage truck got stuck Monday 
going to Greenwood to the 
landfill and when Rocky Jen¬ 
kins, the driver got out of his 
truck, only the top of his hat 
was visible...Hobe Ball of West¬ 
ern Auto sold out his supply of 
sleds, car chains, and snow 
shovels...Pendleton County 
Schools were closed for the 
week (month)...Temperatures 
dropped to zero and the Licking 
River was frozen completely 
over...The mail truck that ser¬ 
viced Falmouth broke down 
with a frozen fuel line and was 
over four hours late...Postmaster 
Wilbur Ritter said that his mail 
carriers were able to reach only 
20% to 30% of their customers. 
...Many places of business were 
closed Monday, including Dr. 
Scholl’s Shoe Plant. 

The Winter of 1978 

If the winter of 1977 was 
bad, the winter of 1978 may 
have been worse. The Falmouth 


Every so often during a 
legislative session, the Ken¬ 
tucky House of Representatives 
will take a moment to pay 
tribute to a select group of 
people who are doing their part 
to move Kentucky forward. 

With that in mind, I was 
proud to sponsor a resolution 
last week that recognized our 
charitable food banks, which 
were also honored during a 
ceremony in the Capitol 
Rotunda. 

This resolution, which 
drew unanimous support in the 
House, formally declared Janu¬ 
ary 14 to be Kentucky Food 
Bank Day, which highlighted 
the fact that an estimated 
620,000 Kentuckians regularly 
depend on our food pantries, 
shelters and soup kitchens. All 
told, they served about 44 mil¬ 
lion meals last year, a major 
step forward in the state’s effort 
to end hunger in the common¬ 
wealth. 

This resolution builds on 
an earlier law I was proud to 
sponsor to give a tax break to 
farmers who donate excess pro¬ 
duce to charitable food banks. 

Another highlight last week 
for farmers came during a 
meeting of the House Agricul¬ 
ture and Small Business Com¬ 
mittee, which I oversee as 
chairman. My legislative col¬ 
leagues and I heard from John 
McCauley, the state executive 
director for the USDA’s Farm 
Service Agency, who confirmed 
that tobacco farmers can soon 
expect about 95 percent of 
their final tobacco settlement 
payment, with the remainder 
coming later this year. 

As you may recall, this issue 


Outlook recaps the stress in its 
February 3 issue: The lead story 
said: “On January 25th, the rain 
turned to snow, temperature 
dropped to zero and the wind 
chill was 50 below...Falmouth 
and Pendleton County were 
paralyzed... Governor Carroll 
proclaimed a state of emergency 
and ordered only essential vehi¬ 
cles to be on the highways...The 
emergency order was lifted at 
noon on Friday, after 24 hours... 
Most persons were confined to 
their homes...No greyhound 
buses...No bread...No milk 
trucks...Nearly all services were 
suspended for two days...Most 
places of business were closed 
on Thursday and Friday...Some 
until the following Monday.” 

The Pendleton County 
Road Crew was lauded for its 
efforts in clearing the roadways 
and Judge Executive David 
Pribble was singled out for his 
outstanding leadership: “He was 
able to plow his way through 
Jagg Road so that Owen County 
RECC men could get to fallen 
lines to restore electric power to 
a wide area in western Pendle¬ 
ton and Grant Counties.” 

I asked David about this 
and he said that he and some 
others worked all night during 
this blizzard and one challenge 
was to find a service station 
open to refuel. 

Continuing, Bill Nelson 
made a dangerous trip to Cin¬ 
cinnati on Thursday to procure 
cots and blankets from the Red 
Cross because there were several 
stranded motorists and churches 
were attempting to care for 
them...Five locations opened 
their doors including Butler 
Christian Church, J. Pine 
Grove Methodist Church, and 
Peach Grove Fire 

Department...A woman and her 
baby on Hightower Road were 
rescued by the Falmouth Fire 
Department when she ran out 
of fuel oil to heat her house... 
Other rescue efforts were made 
throughout Pendleton for per¬ 
sons without heat, medicine or 
food...One of the city postal 
deliverers, George Lack, deliv¬ 
ered mail on foot after his jeep 
broke down. 

The Winter of 1963 

An old-timer who lived at 
Butler, a person of high integri¬ 
ty, recalled measuring snow that 
was 40 inches in his yard in the 
1963 winter. The thermometer 


unfortunately got caught up in 
the federal sequestration cuts, 
which led to a sizeable reduc¬ 
tion in a variety of federally 
funded programs. While it 
would be better to have the full 
Phase II payment at one time, I 
am pleased that at least nothing 
will be lost. 

During that same meeting, 
we had the honor of hearing 
from Nancy Cox, the new dean 
at the University of Kentucky’s 
Department of Agriculture. 
The school plays a major role 
in training tomorrow’s agricul¬ 
tural leaders, so it was good to 
hear from her and the vision 
she has for the department. 

On the House floor, we 
approved two bills last week 
that, in their own way, would 
benefit a large number of Ken¬ 
tuckians. 

The first of those would 
make it possible for businesses 
to incorporate as public benefit 
corporations. This may sound 
technical at first glance, but it 
could have a real-world impact 
for our communities, because 
these companies willingly and 
ublicly hold themselves to a 
igher standard in such areas as 
recycling, volunteering and 
using local suppliers even if 
cheaper alternatives may be 
available. Nearly 20 states have 
already passed similar legisla¬ 
tion. As Delaware’s governor 
ut it last year when his state 
ecame the latest to pass this 
law, the goal is to “harness the 
power of private enterprise to 
create public benefit.” 

The other noteworthy bill 
the House sent the Senate last 
week has been through our 
chamber numerous times 


He said that 
three thermometers on Flour 
Creek showed 39 below, 39 
below, and 40 below. He further 
indicated that Flour Creek was 
always the coldest area around 
Butler, probably due to how the 
valley lies. 

This man ran a service sta¬ 
tion and he said that at one time 
he was 88 calls behind in assist¬ 
ing motorists. “At one time I 
had approximately 30 persons 
who were in my service station, 
persons stranded or seeking my 
assistance. I did not go home for 
three days and three nights. 
Authorities closed Highway 27 
and this caused more motorists 
to pile into my place of busi¬ 
ness, including a lady with a 
chauffeur in a limousine. She 
requested that she be allowed to 
sleep in her car in a service bay. 
We accommodated her.” 

Another call he remembered 
distinctly. A woman was nearing 
childbirth in a house that sat 
below the highway and her hus¬ 
band could not get his car up 
the incline to where the high¬ 
way had been cleared. He took 
his wrecker to the site, pulled 
the car up the gravel driveway, 
and her husband was then able 
to transport her to the hospital. 

I asked if he made a lot of 
money during this blizzard. 
“No,” he answered. “If I broke 
even, I was lucky. When on a 
call, I would help three or four 
others and not charge them. 
The family that was about to 
have the baby...I didn’t charge 
them. They needed help, and I 
was there. People pull together 
in times like that!” 

Finally, he said that his wife 
has a video of her and some 
members of her family walking 
on the ice when the Ohio River 
froze over in 1977. “I can’t out 
brag her on winter exploits,” he 
chuckled. 

As I write this article, I have 
just talked to Carol Wolfe on 
Boss-Dunaway Road. He said 
that they have six inches of 
snow and the temperature is 
supposed to reach 4 below on 
Wednesday, January 22. Even 
so, the winter of 2014, so far, 
pales in comparison to the win¬ 
ters of 1977, 1978, and 1963. 

It is interesting and remark¬ 
able how the larger community 
of Pendleton came together to 
help those in need as they faced 
these terrific winter storms!

before. There is a growing 
belief, however, that it has its 
best chance of passing this year. 

If that happened, voters in 
November would be asked to 
update our state’s constitution 
to restore voting rights for most 
ex-felons after they have served 
their sentence. Kentucky is one 
of just a few states that does not 
automatically grant voting 
privileges; under current law, it 
takes action by the governor to 
restore these rights. 

It’s estimated that 180,000 
people would benefit if this 
amendment was approved. 
There would be some excep¬ 
tions, which in this case would 
include those convicted of 
murder or sexual crimes like 
rape. 

This week, the highlight 
will be Governor Beshear’s 
budget address, during which 
he will lay out his priorities for 
the final two years of his 
administration. The House will 
have the first opportunity to 
make changes, and a compro¬ 
mise with the Senate should be 
finalized by mid-April at the 
latest. Once signed into law, 
the budget would take effect on 
July 1st. 

I will look more closely at 
the governor’s recommenda¬ 
tions in the next column. In 
the meantime, if you have any 
question about bills being con¬ 
sidered by the General Assem¬ 
bly - or if you have a student 
who would be interested in 
being a legislative page for the 
day - please let me know.

Using dietary supplements wisely 


Like many Americans, 
you may take dietary supple¬ 
ments in an effort to stay 
healthy. With so many dietary 
supplements available and so 
many claims made about 
their health benefits, how can 
you decide whether a supple¬ 
ment is safe or useful? This 
fact sheet provides a general 
overview of dietary supple¬ 
ments, discusses safety con¬ 
siderations, and suggests 
sources for additional infor¬ 
mation. 

Key Points 

Dietary supplements con¬ 
tain a variety of ingredients, 
such as vitamins, minerals, 
amino acids, and herbs or 
other botanicals. Research has 
confirmed health benefits of 
some dietary supplements but 
not others. 

To use dietary supple¬ 
ments safely, read and follow 
the label instructions, and 
recognize that “natural” does 
not always mean “safe.” Be 
aware that an herbal supple¬ 
ment may contain dozens of 
compounds and that all of its 
ingredients may not be 
known. 

Some dietary supplements 
may interact with medica¬ 
tions or pose risks if you have 
medical problems or are going 
to have surgery. Most dietary 
supplements have not been 
tested in pregnant women, 
nursing mothers, or children. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) regu¬ 
lates dietary supplements, but 
the regulations for dietary 
supplements are different and 
less strict than those for pre¬ 
scription or over-the-counter 
drugs. 

Tell all your health care 
providers about any comple¬ 
mentary health approaches 
you use. Give them a full 
picture of what you do to 
manage your health. This will 
help ensure coordinated and 
safe care. 

About Dietary Supplements 

Dietary supplements were 
defined in a law passed by 
Congress in 1994 called the 
Dietary Supplement Health 
and Education Act (DSHEA). 
According to DSHEA, a 
dietary supplement is a prod¬ 
uct that: 


Is intended to supplement 
the diet 

Contains one or more dietary 
ingredients (including vita¬ 
mins, minerals, herbs or other 
botanicals, amino acids, and 
certain other substances) or 
their constituents 

Is intended to be taken by 
mouth, in forms such as tab¬ 
let, capsule, powder, softgel, 
gelcap, or liquid 

Is labeled as being a 
dietary supplement. 

Herbal supplements are 
one type of dietary supple¬ 
ment. An herb is a plant or 
plant part (such as leaves, 
flowers, or seeds) that is used 
for its flavor, scent, and/or 
potential health-related prop¬ 
erties. “Botanical” is often 
used as a synonym for “herb.” 
An herbal supplement may 
contain a single herb or mix¬ 
tures of herbs. The law 
requires that all of the herbs 
be listed on the product label. 

Research has shown that 
some uses of dietary supple¬ 
ments are beneficial to health. 
For example, scientists have 
found that folic acid (a vita¬ 
min) prevents certain birth 
defects. Other research on 
dietary supplements has failed 
to show benefit; for example, 
several major studies of the 
herbal supplement echinacea 
did not find evidence of ben¬ 
efit against the common cold. 

Dietary Supplement Use 
in the United States 
According to the 2007 
National Health Interview 
Survey, which included ques¬ 
tions on Americans’ use of 
natural products (not includ¬ 


ing vitamins and minerals), 
17.7 percent of American 
adults had used these types of 
products in the past 12 
months. The most popular of 
these products used by adults 
in the past 30 days were fish 
oil/omega 3/DHA (37.4 per¬ 
cent), glucosamine (19.9 per¬ 
cent), echinacea (19.8 per¬ 
cent), flaxseed oil or pills 
(15.9 percent), and ginseng 
(14.1 percent). National 
Health and Nutrition Exami¬ 
nation Survey (NHANES) 
data collected from 2003 to 
2006 that covered all types of 
dietary supplements indicate 
that 53 percent of American 
adults took at least one dietary 
supplement, most commonly 
multivitamin/multimineral 
supplements (taken by 39 
percent of all adults). Women 
were more likely than men to 
take dietary supplements. 

Sources of Science-Based 

Information for Dietary 
Supplements 

It’s important to look for 
reliable sources of informa¬ 
tion on dietary supplements 
so you can evaluate the claims 
that are made about them. 
The most reliable informa¬ 
tion on dietary supplements 
is based on the results of rig¬ 
orous scientific testing. 

To get reliable informa¬ 
tion on a particular dietary 
supplement: 

Ask your health care pro¬ 
viders. Even if they do not 
know about a specific dietary 
supplement, they may be able 
to access the latest medical 
guidance about its uses and 
risks.

Mason Monroe continues to improve 
during freshman season at Transylvania

Former Wildcat Mason 
Monroe has continued his 
stellar play for the Transyl¬ 
vania Pioneers as the team 
enters the final month of 
the regular season. 

Through 17 games, 
Transy posts a 6-11 record. 
The Pioneers had a season- 
high three game winning 


streak snapped last Wednes¬ 
day, January 22. Monroe 
leads the team in minutes 
per game (30.8), and assists 
(48). He’s fourth on the 
club in scoring at 11.9 
points per game and is 
shooting 84 percent from 
the free-throw line (76-90). 

“Things have been up 
and down recently,” said 
Monroe.

now we’ve dropped two 
straight. The season is wind¬ 
ing down and hopefully we 
can head into the tourna¬ 
ment playing our best bas¬ 
ketball,” he continued. 

The Pioneers have just 
eight regular season games 
to play before moving into 
the HCAC postseason tour¬ 
nament. 


Kentucky hunters post record deer harvest 


A year after establishing an 
overall deer harvest record, 
Kentucky hunters did it again. 

The 2013-14 deer season in 
Kentucky ended Jan. 20 with a 
total harvest of 144,404 ani¬ 
mals. That represents a gain of 
more than 9 percent over the 
previous record set during the 
2012-13 season. 

“This year we were ahead of 
the curve,” said David Yancy, 
deer biologist with the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Hunters 
harvested more deer in Septem¬ 
ber than they ever had, the 
October youth weekend was 
the best it had been since 2008, 
there was a slightly better than 
average muzzleloader season 
and then modern gun season 
was way better than it normally 
is. It sort of held throughout.” 

A spotty crop of acorns and 
other hard mast across Ken¬ 
tucky had deer on the move, 
and made them more vulnera¬ 
ble to hunters. 

An increase of about 9,000 
deer permits sold - about one 
third of those coming through 
youth sportsman’s licenses - also 
meant there were more hunters 
in the field. 


“The poor acorn crop was a 
major factor in getting those 
deer out into the open and into 
the harvested corn fields and 
the food plots,” said Tina 
Brunjes, deer program coordi¬ 
nator with Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “The weather during 
the modern gun season and 
during the muzzleloader season 
was not as wonderful as it was 
last season, but we didn’t have 
any epic ice storms or some sort 
of huge flood. Hunters were 
able to get out.” 

Harvest totals for firearms, 
archery, muzzleloading and 
crossbow were up across the 
board. A record 104,619 deer 
were taken by firearms hunters. 
Archery hunters harvested 
20,833 whitetails while muzzle- 
loader hunters bagged 15,641 
deer and crossbow hunters 
reported taking 3,311 deer. 

Male deer accounted for 
nearly 54 percent of the deer 
harvested. Out of the 77,719 
male deer taken, 9,962 were 
antlerless, according to telech¬ 
eck data. 

Three of the top five coun¬ 
ties in terms of estimated deer 
densities produced the top har¬ 
vest totals. Hunters in Owen 


County took 4,069 whitetails 
to lead the state followed by 
Pendleton County with 3,464 
and Crittenden County with 
3,033. 

Kentucky’s deer herd was 
estimated at approximately 
900,000 prior to the season. 
Herd estimates are derived 
through computer modeling 
that takes into account harvest 
and age structure data. 

Brunjes tempered her 
expectations for this past sea¬ 
son, thinking it might be aver¬ 
age compared to the record 
harvest of 131,395 deer posted 
in 2012-13. 

“We ended up with a huge, 
record-breaking year,” she said. 

After a second record har¬ 
vest in as many seasons, deer are 
looking at a landscape that has 
more to offer, Brunjes said. 

“The potential is there for 
the does that make it through 
this cold winter to have really 
high fawning success, and those 
bucks that make it through this 
cold winter, they’re going to be 
the best of the best,” she said. 
“If we can get a good spring, we 
might not see the numbers next 
year, but we’ll see a lot of qual¬ 
ity deer out there.”

Kentucky Labor Cabinet warns employers of 
increased risk of carbon monoxide poisoning 


Wintry weather and 
extremely cold temperatures 
mean an increased chance of 
cases involving carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning in the work¬ 
place. When fuel-burning 
equipment or tools are used in 
buildings or in semi-enclosed 
spaces without ventilation, 
workers can become ill or die 
from carbon monoxide poison- 

ing \< 

“Carbon monoxide is so 
dangerous because it doesn’t 
have an odor or a taste,” said 
Kentucky Labor Cabinet Sec¬ 
retary Larry Roberts. “It 
becomes an increased hazard 
when workplaces start shutting 
windows and doors to keep out 
the cold weather.” 

The hazard of carbon mon¬ 
oxide (CO) poisoning results 
from the incomplete burning 
of natural gas and any other 
material containing carbon, 
such as kerosene, oil, propane, 
wood, coal or gasoline. Carbon 
monoxide is found in combus¬ 
tion exhaust produced by cars 
and trucks, small gasoline 
engines, stoves, lanterns, and 
in gas ranges and heating sys¬ 
tems. During winter months, 
the possibility of cases of car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning 
increases among workers due 
to the use of equipment in 
indoor spaces that are sealed to 
block out the cold and wind. 


The Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention reports 
that each year in the United 
States, CO poisoning is 
responsible for approximately 
450 unintentional deaths and 
more than 20,000 emergency 
department visits. 

The Kentucky Injury Pre¬ 
vention and Research Center 
(KIPRC) reports that from 
2008-2012, there were more 
than 1,130 visits to Kentucky 
emergency departments 
because of carbon monoxide 
poisoning, and at least 82 of 
those cases were work-related. 

“Carbon monoxide can 
lead to sickness or even death 
in a matter of minutes,” said 
Dr. Terry Bunn, director of 
KIPRC. “The KIPRC is very 
glad to work with the Labor 
Cabinet to warn people about 
the dangers of carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning. Everyone should 
be aware of the causes, risk 
factors and symptoms, and 
anyone who suspects carbon 
monoxide poisoning should 
seek immediate medical treat¬ 
ment.” 

Who is at risk? 

• Workers most at risk 
include welders, garage 
mechanics, firefighters, diesel 
engine operators, forklift oper¬ 
ators, toll booth or tunnel 
attendants, police officers and 
taxi drivers. 


• Those who work in or 
around boiler rooms, brewer¬ 
ies, warehouses, petroleum 
refineries, pulp and paper pro¬ 
duction, steel production, 
docks, blast furnaces or coke 
(beehive) ovens may be at risk 
of CO poisoning. 

What is carbon monox¬ 
ide? 

• Carbon monoxide (CO) 
is a colorless, odorless, toxic gas 
which interferes with the oxy¬ 
gen-carrying capacity of blood. 

• CQ is non-irritating and 
can overcome persons without 
warning. 

• Many cases of CO poi¬ 
soning involve victims who 
were using gasoline powered 
tools and generators in build¬ 
ings or semi-enclosed spaces 
without adequate ventilation. 

What are the effects? 

• Severe carbon monoxide 
poisoning causes neurological 
damage, illness, coma and 
death. 

What are the symptoms? 

• Headaches, dizziness and 
drowsiness. 

• Nausea, vomiting, tight¬ 
ness across the chest. 

What should victims do if 
exposed? 

• Victims who experience 
symptoms of CO poisoning 
need to get to fresh air right 
away. 

• Seek immediate medical 
attention. 

How can I prevent CO 
exposure? 

• Never use a generator 
indoors or in enclosed or par¬ 
tially enclosed spaces such as 
garages, crawl spaces and base¬ 
ments. Opening windows and 
doors in an enclosed space may 
prevent CO buildup. 

• Make sure the generator 
has 3-4 feet of clear space on all 
sides and above it to ensure 
adequate ventilation. 

• Do not use a generator 
outdoors if placed near doors, 
windows or vents which could 
allow CO to enter and build 
up in occupied spaces. 

• When using space heaters 
and stoves, ensure that they are 
in good working order to 
reduce CO buildup, and never 
use in enclosed spaces or 
indoors. 

• Consider using tools 
powered by electricity or com¬ 
pressed air, if available.

a multibillion-dollar indus¬ 
try. In 2012, dietary supple¬ 
ment sales reached $11.5 
billion. In a 2013, the U.S. 
Government Accountabili¬ 
ty Office reported more 
than half of all U.S adults 
have taken a dietary supple¬ 
ment in the past month. 
The 1999-2004 National 
Health and Nutrition 
Examination Survey 
showed 34 percent of chil¬ 
dren and adolescents take a 
vitamin or mineral supple¬ 
ment. 

While our food supply 
in America is abundant, 
many of us don’t get the 
recommended nutrients we 
need, and we tend to con¬ 
sume way too much added 
sugar, refined grains, sodi¬ 
um and saturated fat. More 
than 50 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans suffer from chronic 
diseases because of poor 
food choices. 

Should everyone take a 
multivitamin for better 
health? Are vitamins and 
supplements needed? 
Which ones should you 
choose? 

Many American diets 
are lacking in potassium, 
fiber, calcium and vitamin 
D. Potassium and fiber help 
with heart health. Fiber is 
important for health and 
digestion and helps prevent 
heart disease, diabetes, obe¬ 
sity and constipation. Cal¬ 
cium keeps our bones 
strong, and vitamin D helps 
our bodies absorb calcium 


and phosphorus. By con¬ 
suming a diet rich in fruits, 
vegetables, whole grains, 
lean sources of protein and 
fat-free or low-fat milk and 
dairy, you can increase your 
intake of the nutrients lack¬ 
ing in the American diet 
and improve your health. 

According to the Acade¬ 
my of Nutrition and Dietet¬ 
ics, the best way for you to 
reach optimal health and 
reduce your risk of chronic 
diseases is by eating a wide 
variety of nutrient-dense 
foods. The academy also 
says additional nutrients 
from supplements may help 
some individuals meet their 
dietary needs or treat a 
diagnosed nutrient defi¬ 
ciency. Multivitamins and 
minerals can help fill dietary 
gaps, but if taken in excess, 
may result in the consump¬ 
tion of some nutrients 
above recommended levels. 

You should always let 
your doctor or dietitian 
know the types of supple¬ 
ments you are taking and 
always remember that the 
best nutrition-based strate- 

f y for promoting optimal 
ealth and reducing the risk 
of chronic disease is to wise¬ 
ly choose a wide variety of 
nutrient-rich foods.

You don’t need to wait for 
warm weather to start your 
vegetable garden. Several 
types of vegetables can be 
started as early as March. 
Radishes, spinach, cabbage, 
broccoli, lettuce, onions and 
many more vegetables are all 
quite frost tolerant, and you 
can seed or transplant them 
in the garden from mid 
March to early April. 

If you want to get an even 
earlier start, you could try 
covering an area with clear 
plastic film to create a mini 
greenhouse where plants will 
thrive. To try this season¬ 
extending technique first 
work up the soil for your plot 
and stretch some black plastic 
over the area for a couple of 
weeks. This will help warm 
the soil and give seeds and 
transplants an added boost. 

After a few weeks under 
black plastic, the soil will 
have warmed a few degrees, 
and you can prepare the bed 


for planting and transplant¬ 
ing. Once planted, you 
should install a wooden or 
metal frame over the bed and 
cover it with clear polyethyl¬ 
ene film. Anchor the film at 
the base with boards, bricks 
or soil, but remember that 
occasionally you will have to 
remove the poly to tend to 
the plants and to harvest the 
crop. 

For this reason, it’s best if 
you don’t permanently attach 
the plastic to the frame. It 
will also be necessary to open 
sections of the covering for 
ventilation on warm sunny 
days. You can easily accom¬ 
plish this by designing the 
ends of the covering so you 
can easily open or remove 
them during warm weather.

Massage: It's real medicine

Latin rhythms pulse 
from Pittsburgh's Club 
One aerobics studio, 
where Maria McCalister 
leads a Zumba class 
packed with the glistening 
bodies of nearly 50 people 
seeking to swivel, pivot, 
and shake their way to fit¬ 
ness. 

McCalister coaches her 
students to feel the music, 
be it salsa, meringue, or 
flamenco. "I don't talk 
much," she says. "I let the 
music move them and 
inspire them." 

Zumba, an aerobic 
dance class set to South 
American beats, is hot in 
health clubs and exercise 
studios from Miami to 
Los Angeles and every¬ 
where in between. 

"Latin music just tends 
to make you feel happy 


and good," says McCali¬ 
ster, 53. "I can have the 
bluest day, be depressed, 
hormones ranging, what¬ 
ever, and get in front of 
that class, turn on the 
music and I recharge my 
life, my soul." 

Adds McCalister: 
"When I put on Traigo 
Una Pena, a cha cha, my 
class just screams. They're 
somewhere else; they're 
not in Pittsburgh when 
they take a Zumba class." 

That's exactly what 
creators were aiming for 
when they released Zumba 
(Spanish slang for buzz 
like a bee or move fast) to 
the world. 

"We say ditch the 
workout; join the party," 
says Zumba co-founder 
and CEO, Alberto Perl¬ 
man of Hollywood, Fla. 

The Growth of Zumba 

Zumba was born from 
an accident. Colombia- 


born Alberto "Beto" Perez 
was teaching an aerobics 
class in his native Cali in 
1986 and discovered he 
had forgotten his usual 
music. So he dug through 
his bag of tapes and 
grabbed a mix of salsa and 
meringue music he per¬ 
sonally liked to dance to. 

"I just said, 'Class 
today is different,"' says 
Perez, 37, who was also a 
dance instructor. "Every¬ 
body loved it." 

Zumba's success grew 
steadily after Perez moved 
first to Bogota, Colombia 
and later to Miami. In 
1999, Perlman and entre¬ 
preneur Alberto Aghion 
approached Perez about 
taking Zumba to the mass 
market. The three began 
selling DVDs via infomer¬ 
cial in 2002 and were very 
successful, but enthusiasts 
demanded more.

treatments including chi¬ 
ropractic therapy and 
acupuncture. It's not clear 
why, but several studies 
show massage reduces lev¬ 
els of the stress hormone 
cortisol while boosting 
the feel-good hormones 
serotonin and dopamine. 
Those changes slow your 
heart rate, reduce blood 
pressure, and block your 
nervous system's pain 
receptors. Massage also 
increases blood flow to 
the muscles, which may 
help them heal. 

A bonus: Massage also 
seems to ease distress 
from migraine, labor 
pain, and even cancer, as 
well as the body tender¬ 
ness seen with fibromyal¬ 
gia, says Tiffany Field, 
Ph.D., director of the 
Touch Research Institute 
at the University of 
Miami School of Medi¬ 
cine. Plus, the benefits 
may last as long as a year 
after just a few treat¬ 
ments, says Partap Khal- 
sa, Ph.D., a chiropractor 
and a program officer at 
the National Institutes of 
Health's National Center 
for Complementary and 
Alternative Medicine, the 
agency funding many 
major studies on massage. 

Hello, dreams 

Fluctuations in several 
types of brain waves either 
relax you or wake you up. 
Massage increases delta 



waves — those linked with 
deep sleep — according to 
a study at the Touch 
Research Institute. That's 
why it's easy to drift off 
on the massage table, 
Field says. 

Nice to have you back, 
brain power 

The Touch Research 
Institute study that con¬ 
nected massage to sleep 
also found that a 15-min¬ 
ute chair massage boosted 
alertness. "Subjects 
reported that it felt like a 
runner's high," Field says. 
Tests also show that brain¬ 
wave activity stimulated 
by massage is linked to 
improved attention. 

Take that, colds 
Massage helps ward 
off bugs by boosting your 


"natural killer cells," the 
immune system's first line 
of defense against invad¬ 
ing illness. "We know 
that cortisol destroys nat¬ 
ural killer cells," Field 
says. "Therefore, since 
massage decreases corti¬ 
sol, your immune cells get 
a boost." Massage even 
seems to boost immunity 
in those people with 
severely compromised 
immune systems, such as 
breast-cancer patients. 

Blues, be gone 
Less cortisol and more 
serotonin and dopamine 
in your system may also 
mean less stress, anxiety, 
and depression. "We 
know that the right side 
of the frontal lobe of the 
brain is more active when 


we're sad, and the left 
side's activated when 
we're happy," Field says. 
"Our studies have 
observed that massage 
decreases activity in the 
right lobe and increases 
functioning in the left." 
The well-being people 
feel after a massage is a 
big reason why some hos¬ 
pitals offer it to anxious 
patients preparing for 
surgery and cancer 
patients going through 
chemo. 

Shove off, PMS 

A small study of 24 
women with severe PMS 
found that massage 
reduced symptoms such 
as pain, water retention, 
and mood swings. Try it 
with proven remedies 
such as exercise (and 
who-cares-if-they-work 
solutions like a little dark 
chocolate). 
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Zumba- 
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The crazy thing was we 
were getting all these peo¬ 
ple from all around the 
country who bought these 
videos and wanted to teach 
it," says Perlman. 

In 2005, Perez, Perl¬ 
man, and Aghion devel¬ 
oped an educational divi¬ 
sion, wrote a training man¬ 
ual, and began offering 
Zumba workshops to those 
interested in teaching. 

Today, there are an esti¬ 
mated 4 million Zumba 
enthusiasts and 25,000 
instructors in 40 countries, 
according to Perlman. And 
Zumba executives contin¬ 
ue to feed the frenzy. The 
brand also offers music and 
choreography; a clothing 
line; Zumba Gold classes, 
geared to seniors; Zumba 
Toning, a sculpting class 
using weighted sticks that 
sound like maracas; and 
ZumbAtomic, a program 
for kids aged 5 to 12. 

No Complex 
Choreography 

Barring any doctor's 
limitations, says Perlman, 
Zumba is safe for a range 
of ages and fitness levels 
because the steps can be 
modified so that it's very 
low-impact. And all you 
need are a good pair of 
dance shoes or cross-train¬ 
ers.
